GOVERNMENT STATEMENT. 


The Government of Israel ex- 
presses its regret and protest over 
the statement made by Secretary of 
State Vance at the press conference 
of February 10, 1978. 

The secretary of state declared, in- 
ter alia: 

“‘With respect to the Sinai 
settlements, we have said that we 
believe that all of these settlements 
are contrary to internationa) law and 
ἴδει: therefore, they ahould not ex- 

Ὁ" 

The cabinet registers the fact that 
the latter part of this statement by 
the secretary of state is in complete 
contradiction to the remarks made 
by the president of the United States 
to the Prime Minister on December 
16 and 17, 1977, following the Prime 
Minister's presentation to the presi- 
dent of the Israeli perce plan. In 
presenting this plan to the president, 


the Prime Minister included a 
specific reference to the continuous 
existence of the settlements within a 
United Nations zone, and an Israeli 
defence contingent for their protec- 
tion. During the course of the ex- 
change in the White House, not only 
was no reservation whatsoever 
made with regard to this reference, 
but the plan as a whole was received 
with 2 positive reaction. 

The Government of Israel stands 
by its view that the Israel! settle- 
ment programme is in full harmony 
with international law and that it 
always has beer legal, legitimate 
and essential. The United States 
holds a different viexpoint. However,

Sadat seeks Giscard’s support

Israel expects U.S. Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance to try to 
cushion the impact of his con- 
troversial remarks about the 
Sinai settiements and the need 
for a Palestinian homeland when 
he meets Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan in Washington this 
week, in the ght of the sharp 
reaction by the cabinet yester- 
day. 

Dayan may also meet with 
President Jimmy Carter ~— in 
which ease Carter too, Israel 
hopes, will move to soothe 
Jerusalem's indignation. 

The cabinet corummunique. read by 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin ta 
newsmen after a two-and-a-half. 
hour political debate by the 
ministers. charged that Vance’s 
remarks on the settlements con- 
tradicted earlier statements by 
Carter to Begin. And it declared that 
his formule for the West Benk would 
mean “mortal danger" for Israel. If 
the price of a peace agreement was 
to be acceptance of that formula, the 
cabinet communique clearly im- 
plied, then Israel would have to do 
without such a peace agreement — 
in the interests of its security and 
“very existence."* 

One aim of the cabinet's expres- 
sion of ‘distress and protest" was to 
“stop the backsliding in 
Washington,’* senior officials 
remarked last night in Jerusalem. 

The tone of the cabinet statement 
was agreed by observers to have 
been sharper than any other, not 
only since the Likud-led coalition 
took over, but also for an extended 
period previously. 

This was because the erosion seen 
in the American position, and the 
shift towards the Arab viewpoint. 
appeared more marked than under 
Labour-led governments — this 
despite the fact that Begin conceded 
far more than his predecessors, far

‘The hopes that the cabinet com- 
munique will create 4 More con- 
siderate climate in Washington were 
not, however. the cabinet’s motive 
for issuing it, according to high 
sources here. Top policy-makers 
simply felt that Vanee's statement 
could not be left without a plainly 
spoken Israeli response. ‘It was im- 
possible to let that pass without a 
reaction,"' one source explained. 

“They (the U.S.) have to undera- 
tand that we are not the kind of peo- 
ple whose arms they can just 
twist..." another source declared. 
“‘When they appreciate that, 
everything will return to normal.” 

The premier and his δι δα evident- 
ly considered Vance's observation 
that the Sinai settlements “should 
not exist" a new and dangerous 
departure in the enunciation of 
American policy. 

There was all the difference, high 
Israeli sources explained, between 
past American statements asserting 
the illegality of the settlements and 
this latest one which urged their 
physical removal. The sources in- 
sisted that the previous American 
assertions of illegality had not 
necessarily implied the need to 
remove the settlements. “America 
never recognized, for instance, the 
legality of Jordan's annexation of 
the West Bank in 1948,"" one source 
argued. "But it certainly did accept 
the situation de facto, and did not 
urge that it be physically changed.“’ 

Another well-placed policy-maker 
termed the secretary's pronounce- 
ment “unprecedentedly serious’ in 
that Washington had thereby clearly 
endorsed the position of one of the 
parties on a key disputed issue.

Little progress seen in 
solving Lebanon’s problems 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — Syrian and 
Lebanese leaders ended lengthy 


the deep-rooted problems underlying 
fighting last week between Syrian 
troops and Lebanese regulars and 
rightist militiamen. 

An estimated 150 people were kill- 
ed in the fighting, which brought a 
high-ranking Syrian delegation led 
by Foreign Minister Abdel-Halim 
Khaddam hurrying to Beirut on 
Saturday. He left yesterday after 
reaching an apparent compromise 
aimed at averting an all-out confron- 
tation between Syria and the 
Lebanese right. 

The Lebanese commander of the 
30,000-strong Syrian-dominated 
Arab League peace-keeping force, 
Lientenant-Colonel Sami Khatib, 
told reporters after the talks that the 
two sides had agreed to set up a joint 
military tribunal to deal with securi- 
ty violations. 

A mixed Syrian-Lebanese com- 
mission of inquiry has begun in- 

vestigating the troubles. 

The fighting flared last Tuesday 
between Lebanese Army regulars 
and Syrian troops at a Lebanese 
barracks at Fayyadiya, on the 
eastern outskirts of the war- 
shattered city. It later spread to 
Beirut itself and involved rightist 
militiamen. 

According to informed sources, 
Syria originally demanded that 
those deemed responsible for the 
Fayyadiya clashes, including 
barracks commenter.

An archaeological advisory panel could not arrive at a

The gate is proposed for the southern wall 100 metres 
east of Zion Gate, It would serve to bring traffic via 
Mount Zion to a proposed underground parking terminal 
just inside the city wall at the edge of the Jewish Quarter.

LONDON (UPI). — A belt of snow 
blanketed Europe from Scotland to 
Ttaly yesterday and even areas out- 
side it shivered in winter's lowest 
temperatures. 

Norwegians skied in the centre of 
Oslo. Paris was covered with snow. 
A blizzard struck sun-splashed Iran. 

At least 19 deaths were blamed on 
the weather. Most were in ice-caused 
traffic accidents — like that which 
killed efght men in one car in a 
British two-car pile-up. Three moun- 
tain climbers also died in Britain 
when the weather turned deadly. 

Weathermen predicted more snow 
for most northern countries. The 
Soviet newspaper '‘Izvestia’ said 
northernmost Siberia was being hit 
by "8 mighty cyclone from Alaska."” 

For relief, Europeans had to look 
to Yugoslavia — or further afield. 

It was 15 degrees in Split, 
Yugoslavia. and Belgrade boasted 


springlike weather after two weeks 
of bitter cold. Cairo, at 22 degrees, 
saw tourists sunbathing and swim- 
ming in hotel peols. and Beirut was 
sunny and unseasonably warm. 

One of yesterday's worst weather- 
related accidents came near Belluno 
in the mountains north of Venice. An 
overnight snowfall of 40 cm. 
triggered a landslide which buried a 
passing car, killing its four oc- 
cupants. 

Staff at London’s Heathrow Air- 
port walked out briefly on Saturday 
because they claimed It was too cold 
to work. Some 300 passengers arriv-

Nationalism rears its head in E. Germany

BERLIN. — German nationalism, a 
centuries-old force which has 
regularly disturbed the peace of Cen- 
tral Europe, is on the rise in an un- 
likely place: communist East Ger- 
many. 

East German officials have begun 
@ maasive campaign to celebrate 30 
years of alliance with the Soviet 
Union, but western analysts have 
detected many spontaneous ex- 
amples of popular rejection of the of- 
fictal line. 

The overwhelming majority of 
East Germany's 17 million 
residents, according to western 
diplomats, identify themselves with 
the 62 million Germans living in 
West Germany rather than with the 
East Europeans to whom they are 
expected to show loyalty through 
Moscow-sponsored “‘socialist inter- 
nationalism." 

"The Communist Party is trying to 
counter thts nationalism," a western 
resident of East Berlin observed. 
They are trying to promote the 
slogan ‘Bast Germany. My 
Fatherland’. 

The signs of German nationalism 
range from minor unexpected 
manifestations to overt actions 
directed against the pervasive 
presence of Soviet troops. 
Nationalist sentiment also cropped 
up recently in a manifesto dis- 
tributed by a dissident political 
group. 

East Germany includes such cen- 
tres of the old German culture as 
Leipzig, Dresden and Weimar, and 
the communist officials balance an 
obvious attachment to traditional 
culture against fears that such ties 


Bomb at Commonwealth talks 


SYDNEY (Reuter). — A policeman 
and a rubbish collector were killed 
last night when a huge blast rocked 
the hotel where 11 Commonwealth 
heads of government are meeting for 
a conference.

Salyut monitors storms 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Cosmonauts 
aboard the Salyut 6 space station are 
keeping a regular watch on natural 
disasters back on earth, Tass news 
agency reported yesterday. 

As the space station made its 
1,000th orbit around the earth yester- 
day, Lt.-Col. Yuri Romanenko and 
flight engineer Georgy Grechko 
‘were reporting to ground control on 
the course of dust storms, forest 
fires and volcanic eruptions, Tass 
aaid. 
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however, recognizes only a single 
German citizenship and the right of 
political asylum, which combine to 
attract German nationals to migrate 
not only from Hast Germany but also 
from other communist countries, in- 
cluding the Soviet Union.

Western experts believe that the 
manifesto was written by lower- 
ranking government officials who, 
like many other East Germans, re- 
sent the country’s subservience to 
the Soviet Union.

Thatcher pledges 


to end immigration 
to Great Britain — 


HARROGATE, England (AP). — A 
Conservative Party government 
would try to end all tion ta 
Britain, Conservative leader 
Margaret Thatcher, said yesterday. 

“‘We have to work towards the en- 
ding of immigration in this country, 
and we have the policies to do so,’’ 
Thatcher said in an address to the 
Young Conservatives annual 
meeting in this northwest England 
resort town. She received a resoun- 
ding ovation. 

It was Thatcher's first speech 
since a controversial television in- 
terview two weeks ago in which she 
said Britain could be “swamped” by 
coloured immigrants in the near. 
future. 

There are 1.9 million non-whites in 
Britain out of a population of 56 
million. Though many were born 
here, most families arrived from 
former British colonies and 
Pakistan. 

“I do not believe we have any hope 
of promoting the sort of society we 
want unless we are to follow a policy 
clearly designed to work towards the 
end of immigration as we have seen 
it in these post-war years,” said 
Thatcher. ᾿ 

Thatcher's decision to debate the 
immigration question in public was 
endorsed by the Young Conser- 
vatives, but they also criticized her 
for raising fears by not spelling out 
the Conservative Party's policies 
more . clearly. Yesterday's speech 
was an attempt to answer that 
charge. 

Thatcher's interview two weeks 
ago stirred up heated debate in the 
House of Commons, in the 
newspaper columns and in the 
streets, as this nation wrestles with 
its obligations to the people it once 
ruled. It could become a major elec- 
tion issue amid predictions that 
Labour Prime Minister James 
Callaghan may cail a general elec- 
tion this year. 

Labour's five-year term in office 
ends in October 1979.

Finding Delightful Treasures’

WHEN I learned recently that 
bookbinders a few centuries ago 
used either old manuscripts or old 
book pages In their bindings, and 
that these were sometimes of 
greater interest than the books 
themsclves. I decided to take 
another look at the books I hed in- 
herited from my parents. 

In the cellar of their house, I found 
some old books which were damp 
and covered with cobwebs. Many of 
them were stained with mildew and 
had holies made by insects. Among 
these I saw ἃ book that was printed 
half in ordinary Hebrew letters and 
half in “Rashi" letters. The title 
page was missing, and the binding 
was shabby and a little torn, but I 
could see that it was made of an old 
manuscript. 

I rang up the director of the 
National and University Library in 
Jerusalem and he offered to ex- 
amine the material. Some time later 
I got my book back together with a 
delightful report in poetical Hebrew, 
which. loosely transiated, read as 
foliows: “I have examined the ex- 
tract used in the bindings. It is no 
doubt from a manuscript by Rabbi 
Haim Vital..However, the rest of the 
text is not identical with the above but 
related to it in content only. Had 
there been more material I would 
have gone on searching for the 
original edition...but I decided to put 
an end to my search so that I would 
not resemble a person looking for 2 
grain of mustard in the sea — which 
was a favourite simile used by Rabbi 
Haim Vital or his teacher, Rabbi 
Yitzhak Luria.” 

{ was very pleased with this 
clarification, but I still wanted to 
know who the unknown author of the 
book was. Moreover, I was now 
curious to learn more about Rabbi 
Haim Vital and the other Kabbalists. 


HAIM VITAL waa born in 1542 in 
Safad, which was at that time a 
flourishing intellectual and trade 
centre. He died in Damascus in 1620. 
His teachers in Talmud and the 
“404 " secret learning) were Moshe 
Ben Haim Alshekh, who ordained 
him rabbi in Damascus, and Moshe 
Ben Ya'acov Cordovero, one of the 
pillars of the Kabbalistic movement. 

Rabbi Haim Vital practised 
alchemy for two-and-a-half years, 
and tried to transmute baser metals 
into gold. He was a pupil of Yitzhak 
Luria (‘‘Ha’Ari"), who was born in 
Jerusalem in 1534 and Jived in Safad 
from 1568 until his death in 1572. 
Luria layed the foundations of a new 
system of Kabbala. 

Jt is told that these two Kabbalists 
met on the shore of the Lake 
Kinneret, opposite the window of an 
old synagogue, where Luria gave 
Vital water from the well of Miriam 
and on to him the deepest 
secrets of the Kabbala.

If leaves turn 
yellowish and the veins remain 
green, it indicates iron deficiency, 
which occurs when the 501] is not suf- 
ficiently acid. A few crystals of iron 
sulphate in the watering will take 
care of this. 

Avocado (persea gratissima), a 
native of the West Indies and 
tropical America, is also called 
“alligator pear."’ The name derives 
from the Aztec word ahuacatl. As a 
“house plant,” it is a popular “‘do-it- 
yourself” project in Israe]. It can be 
grown for fon by inserting the big 
seed halfway into a glass of water 
and holding it by toothpicks or nails, 
but it is much better to start the seed 
in soil (the usual pot-mixture). In the 
tropics it can reach a height of 20 
metres, bearing small greenish 
flowers in clusters at the tips of its 
branches. Don't expect this to 
happen in the home. Plant the seed 
immediately after it is removed 
from the fruit. 

A medium flowerpot (diameter of 
15 cm.) is good to start with. A 
general potting mixture (sold ready 
at nurseries) is satisfactory. Or 
prepare the soil yourself: 3 parts 
peat to one part red soil and one part 
sand. Unifke coffee, avocado grows 
weil in Ierael, but not in the hilly 
areas where frost 16 likely in winter. 
Germination, which takes generally 
about 4-5 weeks, can be hastened by 
cutting a thin slice off the tip and 
base of the seed.

Vital wrete many books on Kab- 
bala, but kent all the secret 
manuscripts with him. On his 
deathbed he asked that ail his 
manuscripts be buried with him and 
his wish was honoured. 

Tradition has it that when Rabbi 
Ya'acov Tzemah went to Damascus 
to visit the grave of Haim Vital, he 
took out of the grave several 
manuscripts. which were later 
printed and are today known as the 
books of Rabbi Haim Vital. 

Haim Yosef David Azulai wrote 
that Luria decreed that no one was to 
write down his teachings except 
Haim Vital. And Vital did not allow 
anyone to copy his writings during 
his lifetime. But in 1587 he was over- 
come by a serious illness and was un- 
conscious for a long time, and the 
Sages of Safad bribed his younger 
brother to let then copy 600 pages of 
his work. These pages were given to 
100 scribes who copied them in three 
days. 

.Rabbi Tzemah, in his book Kol 
Baramah, relates that he paid a very 
high price for dissertations by Luria 
and Vital, which he bought and 
which had been hidden until then. 

According to the Aggadeh, Rabbi 
Tzemah together with Rabbi Azulai 
prayed and fasted until Rabbi Vital 
appeared to them in a dream and 
allowed them to search his grave

In this 
way Rabbi Tzemah spent all his 
money: in his iast days he lived in 
great poverty and was obliged to sell 
some of the manuscripts to the 
highest bidder. 

Rabbi Vital’s most important dis- 
sertations were compiled into two 
books, Liz Hukayim (The Tree of 
Life) and Εἰς Huda‘at (The Tree of 
Knowledge). Bitz Hahayim contains 
mainly the doctrinea of his teacher, 
Luria. The compilation of this work 
took him 20 years, and he made 
severa] adaptations of it. The first 
edition remained in the hands of his 
son who did not allow the work to be 
copied, and who readapted the work 
and divided it into eight tomes. This 
edition was then distributed. It came 
to be regarded by the Kabballsta of 
Eretz Yisrael and the Eastern coun- 
tries ag the most authentic exposi- 
tion of Luria’s teachings. The work 
clreulated in manuseript form for 
200 years; only in the second half of 
the 19th century were all eight tomes 
published in seven volumes. 


BUT THE mystery of the book in my 
possession was still unsolved. After 
further perusal of it, I found a 
preface by the publisher in which he 
praises the author David Pardo of 
Esplatro. My wife looked up 
Esplatro in the Atlas and told me 
that it was the old name for Split in 
Yugoslavia. I now returned to David 
Pardo. 

My 10-year-old son joined the 
search. He used the Hebrew En- 
euclopacdia and Frumkin's book 
Toldot Hahamei Yerushalayim 
{Biographies of the Sages of 
Jerusalem), from which he learned 
that David Pardo was born in Venice 
in 1718, and died in Jerusalem in 
1790. 

As a young man he taught 
children, and afterwards he became 
the rabbi and Jeader of the Jewish 
community in Split. In 1760 he 
became the rabbi in Sarajevo, and 
served there for 13 years. After that 
he settled In Jerusalem, where he 
headed Hesed Le' Acrraham 
Yeshiva. 


Rabbi Pardo was also a writer and 
a poet. He wrote many articles and 
commentaries on the Mishna, ex- 
planations of the teachings of Rashi 
on the Tora, and a book of questions 
and answers, Michtav Le’ David (A 
Letter to David). Some of his poems 
and liturgical hymns are included in 
prayer books. 


After further investigation at the 
National and University Library, I 
found that the title of my book was 
Schiot Hahemda {Delightful 
Treasures). Its author was indeed 
David Pardo, and it was published in 
1811 in Vienna.

The financial bind of the cities 


TEL AVIV. — If the cities wish to 
have the funds which the Govern- 
ment agrees they need, they can 
either pay ἃ 28 per cent Interest rate 
on them or here the money at their 
disposal for a short time only and 
Pay @ two per cent fine for its use. 
This ig the strange situation in 
which the cities have been finding 
themselves after attempting ta im- 
plement an agreement with the 
Treasury worked out last December. 
At the time, the loca] authorities 
demanded compensation for the add- 
ed expenditures they faced as a 
result of the New Economie Policy, 
which threatened to drive them 
further into the red. The Govern- 
ment agreed that, in order for the 
cities not to jose ary more ground in 
their battle with growing deficits, 
they should be given IL300m. more. 
But since the Government argued 
that it cannot itself afford to allocate 
the funds in the form of a grant, the 
cities wouid instead be exempt from 
handing over to the Treasury their 
employees’ income tax deductions 
for January, February and March. 
This alone would put some TL300m.

Yesterday they sent the 
Ministers of Finance and Interior a 
telegram asking tnat the December 
agreement be called off altogether, 
or the financial state of local 
governments would be considerably 
aggravated rather than alleviated. 

The ministers are asked to come 
up with another idea for putting the 
needed 1L300m. at the cities’ dis- 
posal, as was agreed upon in prinel- 
ple. But this should be done without 
asking them to get further into the 
red in thelr effort to prevent in- 
creasing deficits. 


Another protest note sent the 
Finance Minister over the delay in 
the transfer to the cities of nearly 
1.1,000m. still remains unanswered. 


Despite the Government's 
promises, the funds which it owes 
the local authorities for the 1977-78 
fiseal year, as well as Ministry of 
Edueation reimbursements for ser- 
vices provided on its behalf, were not 
turned over to the cities during 
January. This forced them to take 
out loans at high commercial in- 
terest rates to avoid bankruptcy. 


Academics are 
now half of the 
unemployed 


By SHLOMO MAOZ 
derausalem Post Reporter 
The number of persons receiving 
unemployment insurance has more 
thar dcubled in the past half-year, 
and now stands at 1,601, the director 
of the Employment Service, Baruch 
Hakiai. reporters in Jerusalem 


Of these. approximately half are 
university trained people, he said. * 

Nevertheless, Haklai predicted 
that next year's employment picture 
will not get worse (than this year’s). 

He aise challenged the validity of 
the 54,009 jobless figure published by 
the Centra} Bureau of Statiatics for 
the final quarter of 1977. According 
to Haxiai, this figure was extracted 
from a statistical sample of 12,000 
families — “and there just aren't 
that many unemployed persons in 
the job market." 

Haklai reported that last month 
there were 24,150 jobs offered at the 
Bation's labour exchanges. with 20,- 
000 persons registered as seeking 
employment. 

He added that the textile, tourism 
and defence industries are now shart 
of approximately 10.000 workers, 
due in part to the low wages being 
offered by some of these employers. 

As for workers from the ad- 
ministered areas, Haklai estimated 
that though the officlal figure [5 45,- 
500 such workers, there are probably 
another 10.600 who work here “‘unof- 
ficially"” — without going through 
formal] job placement procedures at 
labour exchanges. 


Solel Boneh cuts back

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Hebrew U. horticulturists help 


boost $50m. flower export 


Methods devised by Hebrew 
University scientists play a key role 
in stepping up Israel's $50m. export 
of flowers, just as their-research is 
fundamental to the production of 
flowers. 

At a large new flower packing 
plant at Tel Mond, three different 
machines are now in operation, built 
according to specifications by the 
university scientists. 

Prof. Avraham Halevy, head of 
the Ornamental Horticulture 
Department of the H.U. Faculty of 
Agriculture in Rehovot, said in 8 re- 
eent interview that these innovations 
are unique in the world. Working 
closely with Prof. Halevy is Dr. 
Shimon Mayak, in chargt vf the post- 
harvest group in the department. 

From one of the machines cold air 
is pumped through hundreds of hoses 
into boxes of flowers in order to keep 
them fresh longer at low 
temperatures, Another machine 
produces sheets of ice in plastic bags 
which are placed in the flower boxes 
to 606] these down to 2° Centigrade. 
In other flower exporting countries, 
crushed ice is placed in the boxes, 
which may result in the deteriora- 
tion of. boxes and flowers when the 
ice melts. 

The third machine pumpa a 
chemical solution called “Fioron" 
which improves the quality and 
prolongs the longevity of flowers. 
After the flowers are treated, they 
are washed with ordinary water. 
Previously, according to Prof. 
Halevy, flower growers using 
“Floron" often handied the chemical 
solution incorrectly; this operation 
is now done solely at the packing 
plant. 

The large new premises, a pilot 
plant for other flower packing cen- 
tres to be set up, were built for a 
capacity of 100 million flowers an- 
nually. It was expected that this goal 
would be reached in 1980, but it has 
already been achieved. 

Another piece of scientific advice 
given by H.U. researchers to im- 
prove the expert quality is to give the 
flowers a new lease of life as soon as 
they arrive by airfreight at their 
first destination abroad. At new ter- 
minals for the Israeli flowers, set up 
in Cologne and at Kennedy Airport in 
New York, the Israeli exporters re- 
treat the flowers in several ways. 
The stem of the flowers is re-cut. 
they are re-saturated with water or 
“Floron" and are then sent on the 
market. 

The whole retreatment process, 
both in Cologne and New York, is 
supervised by Faculty of Agriculture 
graduates. 

Roses and miniature carnations 
are the greatest export success 
among Israeli flowers d the 
winter season. A new hit is the blue 
flower called Statice, a tall summer 
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flower growing along the Mediterra- 
nean coast. As this flower is much in 2 
demand abroad during winter, Prof. Ἔ 
Halevy and his staff have now i 
changed its cycles, “tricking” the 
plant to bloom in winter. 

“We place seedlings under cold 
conditions — 12° Centigrade — and 
eventually send a kind of signa! to 
the flower that winter is over and it 
is time to bloom." 

Israel 15 now the third-largest 
flower exporter in the world (after 
Holland and Colombia), and Europe ἘΞ 
imports more flowers from Israel 
than from any other country. Sh 

Israeli scientists are now working 
in Holland together with Dutch 
colleagues. The Dutch have signed 
an agreement with Agrexco for use 
of its flower processing plant in New .Σ 
York. The Dutch in return, handle 
Israeli flowers at auctions in 4 
Aalsmeer. 

Flower growing here has become 
such a major business that while ten 
years ago there were less than 100 
flower growers — "I could visit them 
alt in one day," says Prof. Halevy — 
today there are close to 5,000. 

Parallel with this is a big increase ἐν 
in the nwmber of students of hor- 
ticulture at the Faculty of 
Agriculture.

IT IS A CONTRADICTION in terms for an honest broker, 
providing good offices to negotiations, to form his own opinion in 


advance on the merits of the rival claims in the dispute. This is 
the main point in the Government's statement yesterday, and it 


is perfectly well taken. 


But was the American ‘“‘mediator'"® — 


the quotes are in the 


original — not bidden by Prime Minister Begin himself to take 
sides in advance? Indeed, the gravest charge against Secretary 
of State Vance is that he, or rather President Carter, has in 
large measure changed sides since Mr. Begin's visit to 


Washington late last year. 


When the Premier saw the President on December 27, we are 
assured, no umbrage at all was taken to the Israeli suggestion 
that the settlements in the Rafiah Approaches should be kept 
undisturbed, under the UN flag and Israeli armed protection; 
and that the response to the Israeli project was ‘‘favourable.”’ 

Moreover, the entire peace plan — including the idea of self- 
rule for Judea, Samaria and Gaza — was only presented to 
President Sadat in Ismailiya after it had received the ‘moral 
backing of the U.S.'' Otherwise, apparently, it would not have 


been presented. 


Now, Mr. Begin's cabinet in effect complains, that backing 
has suddenly been withdrawn; and for no good reason. 

The statement of fact is at least partly true. There has been 
what is usually described as an erosion in the American posi- 
tion, and as ugual, in a direction advantageous to Egypt rather 
than to Israel. But while the development is deplorable, it also 
requires an exploration of its causes. 

No doubt there was a desire to draw Egypt closer into associa- 
tion with the U.S., and to demonstrate to other Arab nations the 
benefits of American friendship. But there may also have been a 
basic misunderstanding, on Mr. Begin's part, of what it was that 
he had actually accomplished in Washington. 

Apparently Mr. Begin, having summoned the U.S. back to an 
active role in the Middle Hast peace process, expected to con- 
tain American participation in the management of the conflict 
to sideline applause of starting positions. Had he succeeded, he 
could have spared himself his predecessors' hopeless quest of 
policy “coordination” with the U.S. — and at the same time to 
keep the Americans essentially on Israel's side. 

That would have been a great feat, indeed. But was it ever 


possible? 


The “moral backing” that Mr. Begin’s self-rule plan obtained 

was for what Mr. Cartér termed ‘‘a step in the right direction." 

. This appears a:far cry from the hearty endorsement of which 
- Mr. Begin has been speaking these past few weeks. 

_ ΣΕ, in addition, Mr. Carter has changed his mind on the dis- 

position of the Rafiah settlements, it behooves the government 

to ask whether its actions have not contributed to the U.S. reac- 


tion. 


The latest word on the much-debated Rafiah Salient 15 that 
Defence Minister Weizman has ordered a halt to new construc- 
tion in the area. This welcome move should put an end to the 
series of stumbling attempts to create last minute “facts on the 
ground," covered up with a string of what can at best be labelled 


: terminological inaccuracies. 


The building pause, if observed, might be a suitable occasion 
: to rethink the entire notion of an area of Jewish-Israeli settle- 
ment under the sovereignty, however titular, of Egypt. 

The settlers in the Salient are surely right when they insist 
that, to be an effective security buffer zone, the Rafiah area 
must be under full Israel sovereignty; and that, if the major 
purpose of the arrangement is simply to allow the settlers to 
stay on, even under the Egyptians, then it might well be 


scrapped, because they will 


pack up and leave. 


. Acursory examination of the project reveals that.some of the. 
most elementary questions — how will the human traffic from 
Sinai into the Salient be regulated? who will judge in disputes 
between Israeli Jews ἀπά Egyptian Arabs? — have not been ad- 


dressed to at all. 


An alternative proposal will not be easy to design. A 
territorial swap, with Egypt getting a small slice of the Negev, 
appears to be unacceptable, at least for the moment, not only to 
Mr. Sadat but to Mr. Begin as well. Neither of them wishes to 
tamper with the international frontier in the south. Yet the ex- 
isting Israeli project does not hold out any great promise. 

The government will therefore have to go back to the drawing 


boards.

WHAT IS important about the 


“Hirbet Hiza™ controveray Js not” 


so much the fate of this particular 
TV film, but rather what happen 
afterwards. What will happen after 
the term of the present Broadcasting 
Authority management expires?.

THE QUESTION of compensation 
will inevitably be an important fac- 
tor when it comes te a decision a3 to 
whether the government is to 
replace Kupat Holim by ἃ National 
Health Authority.

This 
ereates a situation where the 
volunteer is only concerned with 
physical conditions as opposed to δ 
sense of being 8 part of the kibbutz. 
Be loses his idealistic objective for 
having come to the kibbutz. 
Consequently, volunteers are leav- 


‘ing this kibbutz with unfavourable 


impressions of the kibbutz and 
Israel. 

This problem is equally com- 
plicated for the kibbutzniks. 
Volunteers are transient individuals 
and graups. It is @ taxing and 
repetitive process for kibbutzniks to 
form relationships for a short period. 


Moreover, it requires considerable 


effart to overcome communication 
difficulties. Kibbutzniks are after 41} 
individuals with their own problems 
and Mishmar Ha'‘emek, being a 
large kibbutz, does not lend itself to 
achieving the optimum degree of in- 
volvement. 

It is extremely important that the 
problems cited be rectified, for the 
sake of volunteers, kibbutzniks, 
Mishmar Ha'‘emek and Israel alike. 
A More tolerant and responsive at- 
titude is necessary. If the kibbutz 
views the volunteers primarily as a 
labour force, then thig should be’ 
made clear'at the time of recruit: 
ment. Alternatively, if the aim is to 
involve .volunteers in kibbutz life, 
then kidbutzim must see this as one ᾿ 
of their active responsibilities. To 
help attain this, a possible solution ia 
to have a minimum required stay of 


- six monthg.
